One thing was always clear 
about President Ngo Dinh Diem 
-who was assassinated in 1863 
after being backed eight years 
solidly by the TJntTfd~StHtes--witrr 
men. money and weapons: He 
wanted all the American help he 
could get and no advice. 

Halberstam, who reported from 
Nlet Nam for about 15 months, 
says of Diem:

dopged .Bosch's program of drastic social and 
economic reforms. Trujillo had left the coun- 
try practically bankrupt. Bosch's austerity 
regimen met with widespread opposition. He 
was not a good administrator and quarreled 
with powerful forces, including the Catholics.
